The building burned to the 
ground and an adjoining paper mill caught 
fire, 

It is said that the first explosion was due 
to the boilers bursting and as the fire 
spread to the various acid tanks there was 
a succession of deafening reports. Near- 
by buildings, as well as the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey trestle, caught fire, 
but the losses were not serious in those in- 
stances.

SUICIDE AT THE 
INSANE ASYLUM, 


Crazy Patient Hanged Him- 
self at Midnight’ 


DEAD WHEN THEY FOUND HIM. 


CORPSE FOUND ON THE FLOOR 
WITH A TOWEL AROUND 
HIS NECK. 


HIS NAME WAS FRED ELZE. 


Made a Noose of the Towel and Fas- 
tened It to the Window 
With a Wire 
Hook. 


A crazy patient hanged himself in the In- 
sane Asylum at midnight.!' His name was 
Fred Elze. 

Elze shared a room with August Wahle. 
A few minutes before 12 o'clock Peter 
Eiswirth, the night nurse, went into their 
room, Elze was awake, The nurse spoke 
to him. 

“Don’t mind me,” said Elze. “I’m all 
right. Dun’t stay on my account.” 

The nurse went out. In a little while he 
heard a gurgling noise, like water running 
out of a bottle. The nurse went from one 
room to another trying to locate the noise. 

Wahle poked his head out of the door and 
shouted to the nurse. Eiswirth ran to him. 

Stretched on the floor was Elze. The 
nurse lifted him. His face was black. The 
nurse put his ear to Elze’s breast. The 
heart didn’t beat. He was dead. 

There was a towel tied tightly around 
his neck. To the towel was fastened a 
wire hook. 

Elze, after making a noose of the towel, 
had fastened it to the hook in the window 
and then jumped from his cot. : 

The hook held him until he strangled to 
death. 

Then it gave way and his dead body feil 
to the floor. 

The noise aroused Wahle. 

Elze was 28 years old. He came here 
from New York and last lived at 2605 Wal- 
nut street. 

In September last Elze filed a suit in Jus- 
tice Haughton’s court against an employing 
shoemaker on Jefferson avenue for wages 
alleged to be due, He was not present when 
the case was called and it was dismissed. 


Later he sought to revive it, but was una- 
ble to give security for costs. The justice 
permitted him to sue as a poor person, but 
he failed to appear at the second call, and 
the case was again dismissed. 

A few days later he made an open and dan- 
gerous attack upon the Court. Justice 
Haughton directed that he be removed from 
the room. One of the deputy constables un- 
dertook the task and found it the toughest 
job he ever tackled. . 

As fast as the constable threw him out of 
one room Elze entered by another, and not 
until the man was reduced to a state of pulp 
could he be subdued sufficiently to arrest. 

Elze was takén to the Dispensary a raving 
maniac, From there he was sent to the City 
Hospital, and later removed to the Insane 
Asylum,

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Mrs. Ballington 
Booth it the most discussed woman in 
America to-day. Her husband says she is 
dying of a broken heart; her physicians 
call it aneurism of the heart, caused by 
grief or shock. They say she has a chance 
of recoveiy, but little more. 

Few women are so beloved as Mrs. Booth. 
Her life in America has been a continuous 
and b-autiful devotion to mankind, yet 
she hus been the mark for the most brutal 
assaults from relatives and former friends. 

Her heart was broken, literally, after 
she had read a line in a letter inflexible as 
fate, written from London by her elder 
Sister, saying: 

“I stall never soil ink again by using it 
in writing to you.” 

Sensitive as she is, the amazing phrase 


might have grieved her only intensely, but 
it came only after a long series of heart- 
rending ificidents, so comstant, so refined in 
their cruelty, borne by her with such angelic 
iesignet.on, that its torture was like that 
of the heated iron crucifix on the lips of the 
martyr. She could not resist it. 

In Chicago her meetings were interrupted, 
it is said, by Salvation Army men. She 
complained to their superiors,.and was told 
thai the accused denied her charges and her 
word wes not good as theirs. 

At London, in the Training Home, girls 
receiving instruct'ons for a trip to Rew 
York were told to avoid Mrs. Ballington 
Booth as a woman of lost reputation. 

At Mont Clair, N. J., in the Children’s 
Home, was a girl whom Mrs. Booth pro- 
tected. An officer of the Salvation Army 
wrote to this girl a letter so disgraceful in 
its references to Mrs. Booth that the ma- 
tron suppressed it. 

Anonymous letters, full of absurd charges 
Seeing Mrs. Booth filed her mail every 

ay. 

Commander Ballington Booth received 
from leaders of the Salvation Army persist- 
ent appeals to leave his wife, accusing her 
of an infinity of defects catalogued in part 
with rare ingenuity. Mrs. Booth was ostra- 
cised by the Booth family, by friends whom 
she admired, by acquaintances whom she 
esteemed, by persons in whom she had con- 
fidence. Her crime was irreparable, un- 
pardonable. She had quitted the Saivation 
Army. 

Mrs. Booth was Maud Elizabeth Charles- 
worth, daughter of an English clergyman. 
She was 16 years of age and had been in- 
epired by ‘‘Les Miserables” of Victor Hugo. 
She determined to be a lageie. 

Commander-Ballington Booth’s sister was 
exhorting the destitute and the abandoned 
in that terrible district of Paris, the “Car- 
rieres d’Amerique,” and the young English 
girl joined her. They teld extraordinarily 
picturesque meetings. Daudet, the novelist 
attended one, and wrote “L’Evangeliste’ 
from the impression which it produced upon 
him.

COL, BRYAN'S COMMISSION, 


Entitled to His Salary, Though Not 
Yet Confirmed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 24.—President 
McKinley has played politics with the anti- 
administration men and has played the same 
cunningly. 

Charles Page Bryan holds his commission 
as Minister to China and is entitled to draw 


his salary at the rate of $12,000 a year. 

The nomination of Col. Bryan was signed 
by the President prior to the convening of 
Congress, and so it became a recess a 
pointment. His commission was also made 
out and he took the necessary oath. 

When, after Congress met, the nominé- 
tion was sent to the Senate and p.geon- 
holed at the request of Senator Frye, the 
impression was permitted to prevail that 
it was a regular session apoomemens, None 
of the Senators imagined that Col. Bryan 
then had his commission {n his pocket. 

While nothing can be said- against the 
regularity of the process the suppression of 
the facts is condemned, The only reason 
for the observance of secrecy h.nges on 
Bryan’s membership in the Illinois Legis- 
lature. It was feared, it is said. that if 
the knowledge of his appointment became 
public before he qualified as a member of 
that body a contest would be raised. His 
services were needed to secure reapportion- 
ment legislation for the enactment of which 
the Illinois Legislature was convened by 
Gov. Tanner ir specia] session, 

The holding of his commission by Col. 
Bryan will not increase his prospects for 
confirmation. The Senate must pass upon 
his case in the usual mannaer. 

Col. Bryan, it is sa.d, had not the slight- 
est expectation of receiv.ng the Chinese 
mission. His ambitions were not so high. 
He wished to be made Minister to Den- 
mark and would have considered himself 
lucky in obtaining that post. 


MISSOURI UNIVERSITY. 


Curators’ Meeting at Which Many

The committee, consisting of Judge Jones, 
Congressman Benton and Mr. Lathrep, to 
whom had been referred the matter of the 
selection of text-books for the political] econ- 
omy department, asked to be discharged. 
The request was granted, and no text-books 
will be selected, To this committee h 
been referred the investigation of Dr. W. G 
Brown, professor of chemistry, for alleg 
improper remarks in conection with the D. 
Crawford incident in the last presidential 
campaign. The committee was discharged 
from consideration of this matter also. 
There will be, therefore, no further pro- 
ceedings in reference to. Dr. Brown,

BLOWN UP AND BURNED. 


Tosetti Cafe and Mussey’s Billiard 
Hall Destroyed by Fire. 


CHICAGO, Ill. Dec. 2%4.—Fire started 
shortly after 4 o’clock yesterilay in the base- 
ment of the five story building at 104 Madi- 
son street, the first floor and basement of 
which was occupied by the Tosetti Cafe 


and Restaurent Co., and the second floor by 
the billard parlors of Frank Mussey. The 
blaze was insignificant at first, and a crowd 
of people gathered on the sidewalk in front 
of the building to watch the work of the 
firemen. : 

About a dozen policemen were busily en- 
gaged in pushing back the throng, when a 
terrific explosion of natural gas took place. 
The build ng was badly wrecked and the 
w.ndows, window gratings, sidewalk lights 
and manhole covers were hurled into the 
alr and fell among the crowd. Dozens of 
persons were thrown from their feet, and 
twenty-three were injured, only one of them 
being scriously hurt, however. 

The explosion caused a panic in the street, 
and in the frantic rush for safety which 
followed many persons were thrown dow 
and trampled upon. 

Mussey’s b/llard parlors were filled with 
players when the explosion came, and the 
men whv had paid little or no attention to 
the small blaze in the basement appreciated 
the situation at its proper value when the 
windovs went sailing into the street and 
plaster began to come down on their heads. 

The fire spread through the building with 
great rapidity after the explosion, and with- 
in ten minutes it was blazing flercely. Cal) 
after call for additional engines was sent 
by Chief Sweenie, but the fire could only 
be reached in front and rear, and was dif- 
ficult of access. 

The loss is estimated at $125,000, of which 
$90,000 will fall on the Tosetti compaxy, 
$20,000 on Mussey and $15,000 on Morris Ko- 
senfeld, the owner of the building. .

HORTON ALONE VOTED FoR IT. 


Mr. Thuner Thinks the Excuse for a 
Fifteen-Year Contract Is Not 
Sufficiently Substantial, 


The ordinance providing for the new city 
lighting contract was killed in the Council 


Thureday evening by a vote of 12 to 1. 


Mr. Horton, chairman of the Public Im- 
provements Committee, who made the min- 
ority report on the bill, voted for it. The 
majority report that the bill be filed was 
signed by Councilmen Gast and Thuner. 

Mr. Horton’s plea for the bill was that 
there should not be further delay in letting 
the contract. 

Mr. Carroll eaid the ordinance was noth- 
ing less than a brazen scheme to compel 
the city to pay a certain corporation (not 
mentioned) $5,000,000 in fifteen years; that 
the bill shut out competition.

Mr. Kratz, who has opposed the bill from 
was too long a term for the contract, 

“Why not make it for five years or ten 
at the outside?’ inquired Mr. Kratz, “Why 
should the city bind itself to pay a fixed 
price for fifteen years for a commodity 
that is yearly growing cheaper through im- 
provements in its production? 

Mr. Kratz said it was three years before 
the present contract expired and the Coun- 
cil could well afford to spend another whole 
year on an ordinance rather than fasten 
upon the city a contract for such an enor. 
mous sum. There was not a member of 
the Council who did not know that under 
the rules prescribed by the City Counselor 
and the Board of Public Improvements 
there was but one company, and that a 
powerful syndicate (the Edison) that was 
now in a position to bid for the new light- 
ing contract. 

Mr. Thuner pointed out that the ordinance 
was defective in that it did not provide for 
the contractor to furnish light to private 
consumers, If the contractor had the privi- 
lege of supplying a large number of cus- 
tomers he could do so much cheaper than 
supplying only one customer, even if that 
one was the city, because ft required as 
large a plant for this single customer as it 
did for a thousand. 

Mr. Thuner said that for an hour or more 
his committee had been in conference with 
President McMath, Commissioners Holman 
and Colby of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and City Counselor Marshall on the 
merits of the bill.

BEING UNDER OATH, ONE MUST 
UNDERSTAND, IS DIFFERENT, 
EVEN FOR A POLITICIAN. 


TELLS ALL ABOUT THE $1,200. 


But It May Be Fortunate He Is Not 
Called On to Account for the 
Other Funds at the 
Same Time. — 


Hugh Brady has told at last what he 
did with that $1.200 he got from Col. Ed 
Butler in the interest of the capital re- 
moval amendment. 

His story was a surprise to the at- 
torneys for the Sedalia Board of Trade. 
which is suing Mr. Brady to recover the 
$1,200 on the theory that he kept it for his 
own use. 

Mr. Brady gave all that money away to 
politicians, mostly to fellow members of 
the City Democratic Committee. all but 
a paltry $100 or $150, which he kept him- 
pelf. At least Mr. Brady says that is what 
became of the stuff. 

It is true Mr. Brady on one occasion ex- 
plained that the got the $1.200 from Col. 
Ed Butler in payment for some more or 
less valuable mining stocks. On another 
occasion he told Mr. Edwin Harrison that 
he had put the money in his pocket be- 
cause it was Brady’s money. 

Mr. Brady's explanation of these dis- 

crepancies is charmingiy simple if not 
convincing. He said that he did not recog- 
_ Mize the right of Mr. Harrison or any other 
man to demand an accounting of that mon- 
ey, and to suit his own purposes he had 
misled his questioners, but being under 
Oath yesterday he told the truth about it 
for the first time. 

The history of the transaction dates back 
@bout a year and -s freeh in the minds of 
all. The Sedalia Koard of Trade placed 

1400 in Col. Ed Buitiler’s hands to be used 
n St. Louis to further the capital removal 
wmendment, Col. Butler gave $1,200 of it to 
Mr. Brady by the fambus ‘‘Hew"’ Brady 
check. No satisfactory account having 
been given of how the money was used, the 
Sedalia Board of Trade got after Col. But- 
jer for information. Col, Butler brought 
Buit against Hugh Brady. The suit was 
dismissed.

The 
Gemurrer was overruled’ and incidentally 
the court informed Mr. Brady—tirst, that 
the purpose was not unlawful; and, see- 
nd, if it was, a man could not divert 
ynoney to his own use under such cr- 
cumstances, and escape being sued on such 
@ plea. 

The suit, therefore, was ordered to trial 
on its merits and is set for Jan. 3 next. 
Mr. Brady gave his depositions yesterday 
a@nd that is how, abandoning other lines of 
defense; he told who got the money. 

The trend of Mr. Brady’s deposition appar- 
ently was in two directions—first to show 
that he got the money from Col. Butler and 
Was not liable to the Sedalia Board of 
Trade for its proper expenditure; and sec- 
ond that the money was actually expended 
in the interest of the capitol amendment 
removal. .

ADMITS HE LIED. 


Only Statements Made Under Oath 
Count With Hugh J. Brady. 


From This Morning's Globe-Democrat. 
Depositions in the suit of the Sedalia 
Board of Trade vs. Hugh J. Brady were 
begun before Specia] Commissioner Fred A. 
Wislizenus in his office in the Wainwright 
Building yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 
The attorneys for the plaintiff were Blevins 
& O’Brien, while E. Garesche and Thomas 
J. Rowe represented the defendant. 
only witness examined was Mr. Brady 
self, and in some particulars his testimony 
was unique. Some witnesses May not know 
what to do ‘when confronted with state- 
ments previously made by them, but Mr. 
Brady is not one of them. With a herolc 
stoicism tnat was Napoleonic in style, he 
hammered down the bars which seemed to 
hedge him in, and waded knee-deep through 
the delemma until he had reached the line 
of testimony on which hé intended fo stand 
during his present examination. Neither 
a murmur nor a sigh escaped Mr. Brady's 
lips. He did not even look down at his 
boots after he had passed through, but 
looked up calm and imperturbable, as if to 
ask what was coming next. In other words, 
when confronted with the statements he 
had made to the commiitee appointed by 
Gov. Stephens last January, he calmly in- 
formed the court that what he had said be- 
fore the committee ‘‘didn’t go,” for the 
reason that he was in the presence of ene- 
mies, and his statements were not made 
under oath. 
In making this admission Mr, Brady 
seemed to be superbly unconscious of the 
fact that he was outlining a new code of 
ethics of which the vital principle, by in- 
ference, was, that no man had any obliga- 
tion to speak the truth unless placed on 
eath. Esrectally was this rule to hold ip 
case the deviation from fact was madé In 
the presence of persons unfriendly.

T. J. ROWSE IS A SANTA CLAUS. 


Farmers of Marion, Ralls and Shelby 
Counties With Big Hearts and 
Trusty Guns Lend Aid. 


Five thousand of the poor of St. Louis 
will eat rabbit for their Christmas dinner. 
Fifteen hundred of the little animals ar- 
rived Friday morning for free distribution, 

The idea originated with T. J. Rowse of 
Monroe City, Mo., editor of the Monroe 
County Democrat. He suggested that the 
citizens of Monroe County join in a grand 
rabbit hunt. 

The big-hearted citizens of Marion, Ralls 
and Shelby ‘Counties said, ‘“‘Rowse, that’s a 
good idea; we'll go tyou.” 

It was sport for the farmers and would 
give Christmas cheer to thousands. ‘Only 
*the rabbits had a kick coming,” the farm- 
ers said, “‘and they kicked the bucket.”’ 

Mr. Rowse's original proposition was to 
give a big free rabbit dinner to the poor of 
St. Louis in some big hall. He wrote Dr. 
Finney, General Manager of the St. Louis 
Provident Association, to that effect. Dr. 
Finney refused to have anything to do with 
the distribution on those terms. He knew 
that the “‘hoboes,’’ mendicants and tramps 
would monopolize ‘the room and the rabbits 
to the exclusion, largely, of the deserving 
poor. He stated his objections, but con- 
sented to attend to the distribution if it were 
left to the discretion of the association, Mr. 
Rowse saw the point and yielded. 

Thursday. afternoon when it was known 
the rabbits would arrive several hundred 
poste cards were printed reading as fol-

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‘You see the value of system,’’ said Dr. 
Finney to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘These 
cards were sent out to heads of families 
selected from our register. We have a re- 
port on every case, and know them to be 
deserving. There are women and little chil- 
dren, and sick people among them, who 
could not go to a public scramble, and very 
many who would not go if they were starv- 
ing. We have calculated on giving one rab- 
bit‘'to every three persons in a family. That 
is an ample allowance, and at least 5,000 
hungry mouths will be fed with these 1,500 
rabb:.ts. 

To have given a rabbit dinner free to all 
would have been indiscriminate alms-giving 
which is productive of ill rather than good 
results.’’ 

Thursday evening at 6 o’clock Mr. Rowse 
telegraphed that the rabbits were shipped. 
The postal cards were then mailed, and 
60) homes were made happy by the receipt 
of them Friday morning. Many of the ap- 
plicants beat the rabbits to the supply 
depot of the association at the People’s 
Church building. They were there bright 
and early. There were no hoboes among 
them, 9 

There were anxious-looking men, poorly 
clad, care-worn women with their shawls 
about tneir shoulders, and children of all 
ages sent by their parents who were looking 
for work, as they have been looking for 
weary months, some of them hopeful of 
the “‘better days come”’ which are so 
slow in coming, 

The rabbits had not arrived. The appli- 
cants were told to wait. They waited with 
the dumb patience of poverty. There was 
little conversation. The assemblage was 
as quiet as it would have been in a church. 
The sight of these patient waiters, each 
with a basket on his or her arm, looking 
up hopefully every time the door opened 
or a wagon stopped, had a great deal of 
pathos in it. 

Keach waiting one. was told that a wagon 
had been sent to the depot for the rabbits. 
It seemed a long time coming back. But 
at last it came, piled high with the game, 
which to-morrow will constitute the feast 
in many humble homes-«and be served 
fried, stewed and hashed, with. hunger 
sauce to make it palatable. 

There was no mad scramble. Decently 
and in order the applicants gave up their 
ecards and received in return one, two or 
three rabbits, according to the size of their 
families. 

There was a giad look in the eyes of the 
recipients. Sincerely they returned thanks 
and departed.

The 
story of the play is about a young woman 
with a pile of money, a lover, a husband 
and a lot of queer acquaintances, In the 
first act the young woman gets huffy with 
the lover and acquires the husband. In the 
second she persuades the lover that it would 
be a good thing for them to run away to- 
gether because the husband suspects that 
the lover has a liaison with another woman. 
In the third act the heroine finds that her 
husband is inclined to regard the supposed 
affair between the lover and the other 
woman complacently, so she “passes up” 
her ‘‘date’’ with the lover and sits down 
to let ther husband tell her how much he 
loves her. While he is doing this she dies. 
The husband harangues the corpse for sev- 
eral minutes before he discovers that he 
has talked the heroine to death. Then he 
eails in a servant and they lay out the corpse 
while the orchestra plays ‘Heart Bowed 
Down,’’ and the audience files out filled 
with sorrow that Miss Kidder didn’t have 
a guardian to keep her from doing it. In- 
cidentally several queer characters drift 
on and off the stage and talk the arms off 
of each other. Among them is a German 
professor, who is made rather funny by 
Gustave Frankel. There is also a pert 
young creature who thinks it a good joke 
to be secretly wedded and encourage all 
the men she knows to yearn for her. Eliz- 
abeth Woodson has the role and gets out 
of it all there is in it. A “tough girl’’ who 
makes resolutions to quit drinking—because 
“the loidy give me $50, see!""—is introduced 
as a typical] female society reporter. Why 
Miss Kidder did this is beyond comprehen- 
sion, unless it is that she remembers some- 
thing some womtan journalist wrote about 
her.

A beautiful production of “Macbeth” was 
given at the Olympic by Mme. Modjeska, 
with Joseph Haworth in the title role. 
There was a close attention to detail 
and a more effective presentment of the 
tragedy—from the stage manager’s point of 
view—has never been seen in St. Louis. 
Electrical effects were so skilfully utilized 
that the spectators forgot that there was 
such a thing as practicable electricity. It 
all seemed Nature’s work. Modjeska as 
Lady Macbeth with Mr. Haworth as Mac- 
beth is a combination that justifies Sir 
Henry Irving’s contention that the Thane 
of Cawdor is the dominant character of the 
play. Modjeska makes the Thane‘s wife 
essentially womanly. She is capable of a 
prodigious deed, but not of sustained effort. 
After the murder of Duncan has brought its 
crimson stained emoluments, she requires 
from her husband the support she gave him 
in the hour of his guilt. Macbeth ag inter- 
preted by Mr. Haworth is the ideal foil for 
Modjeska’s Lady Macbeth. He is consti- 
tutionally vigorous, and desperate with am- 
bition. His weaknesses are the result of a 
change of habit. From the soldier to the 
assassin is a farcry for him and the transi- 
tion makes him nervous. It was a great 
performance and Mr, Haworth got the bulk 
of the honors. ‘“‘Magda’”’ will be repeated 
to-night.
